4. Claims 2 1 -24 remain rejected under 3 5 USC 1 0 1 for fee reasons previously 
set forth to the paper mailed October 19^ 2005, Seclidn 6, jpge 2. 

Applicant argues that amendment of claim 21 to mnove reference to 
alphafetoprotein receptor binding sites has been removed ITie arguihent has been 
considered but has not been found persuasive because the claim still is dravm to 
reacting labeled antibodies against alphafetoprotein with alphafetoprotein reCfeptof , 
the in Verition is inoperable for the reasons of record* . 

Applicant's arguments have not heeti found persuasive and the rejection is 
maintained* 

New Grmnds of Rejection 

5. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph^ as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 21-24 are Indefinite because claim 21 recites "introducing antibi^ies 
against alphafetoprotein in relatioii to normal xionrmalignant indiviiiuals into the 
patient". The claims are indefinite because it is simply unknown what Applicant is 
claiming here. Is Applicant claiming labeled antibodies that are related to normal 
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individuals? Is Applicant claiming treating caneer cells by intojducing labeled 
antibodies into non-malignant individuals? 

6* All other objections and rejections recited in (he previous action j^e 
withdrawn.
